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Up to 30 scaffold-wielding thugs 
clashed with police outside a Kingston 
nightclub in what senior officers de¬ 
scribed as the “worst act of civil dis¬ 
obedience” ever seen in the town. 

Essence nightclub was set to have its 
licence reviewed at an expedited hear¬ 
ing this week following the violence 
that broke out outside the riverside 
venue in Bucklands Wharf in the early 
hours of Saturday. 

Two people were taken to hospital, 
with police officers reporting several 
people using scaffolding and tools from 
the nearby Kingston Riverside build¬ 
ing development as weapons. 

One man was seen lying unconscious 
in the street while another person was 
thrown into the Thames. 

Following the brawl, Kingston police 
applied for an urgent review of 
Essence’s licence. 

The application was due to be heard 
by councillors at a licensing sub-com¬ 
mittee meeting on Tuesday. 

Chief Inspector Gary Taylor, who 
was on duty when the violence broke 
out, said: “It’s the biggest act of civil 
disobedience I’ve ever seen in 
Kingston.” 

Richard Kay, director at the nearby 
Osiers Court flats, said: “You almost

get used to hearing the police sirens on 
a Friday and Saturday night. 

“I should imagine everybody in the 
block will be delighted to hear if the li¬ 
cence is revoked, especially those on 
the ground floor.

Kingston Council also came in for 
criticism from residents and opposi¬ 
tion councillors, for repeatedly failing 
to address concerns about the club, 
which is owned by former Gala Bingo 
Hall owner Franco Lumba. 

Grove ward resident Tessa Kind 
claimed to have witnessed another vio¬ 
lent brawl outside the club three weeks 
ago, during a walkabout with Kingston 
town neighbourhood manager Neville 
Rainford. 

Mrs Kind said: “I recorded some 
youths who were indicating they had a 
knife and were going back for more. 

“What is shocking is that the resi¬ 
dents wanted to record the incidents 
yet the council’s response was to liter¬ 
ally turn away. 

“The council’s report was only con¬ 
cerned with bollards not working, 


police not controlling illegal taxis 
and the lights were not on along the 
riverside. 

“I am exhausted by the council’s re¬ 
luctance to do anything.” 

Conservative Councillor Andrea 
Craig said: “Residents have completely 
had enough of what’s happening in the 
town centre. There is a loss of faith 
with the administration.” 

Kingston Council leader Councillor 
Liz Green said: “I think Andrea and 
her colleagues are very good at criticis¬ 
ing in hindsight.”

A judicial review over the 
care bill of a woman with 
learning difficulties was one 
of five cases that Kingston 
Council forked out more than 
£10,000 for in legal fees. 

The council paid out five 
times between April 2011 and 
April 2013 for legal advice, a 
Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest has found. 

The number of plus-£10,000 
cases was revealed after a 
Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest by the Kingston 
Guardian, asking for total 
legal costs of cases Kingston 
Council had been involved 
in, was declined. 

The council said its central

system for recording and fil¬ 
ing legal costs was not so¬ 
phisticated enough to say the 
total cost incurred in council 
officer time, barrister fees, 
court fees, payments to ex¬ 
pert witnesses and settle¬ 
ment costs. 

In the financial year prior 
to the last the council paid 
out more than £10,000 for 
fending off a long-running 
legal challenge from 
Buckinghamshire County 
Council over the upkeep of a 
36-year-old Ugandan woman 
with learning difficulties 


and epilepsy. 

She had chosen to move 
from a care home in 
Kingston borough to 
supported housing in 
Buckinghamshire. 

A Court of Appeal judge 
ruled in favour of Kingston 
Council saying it did not nec¬ 
essarily have to consult the 
new authority - although 
this would be good practice. 

A child care proceeding 
heard in private also exceed¬ 
ed £10,000 in legal costs. 

The following financial 
year former Connexions 
employees brought an esti¬ 
mated £lm employment 
tribunal against the council 


for redundancy pay. 

But in May this year it was 
decided the Centre for 
British Teachers’ Education 
Trust (CfBT) would pay out 
the money, but the council 
had already exceeded £10,000 
in its counsel fees for the 
tribunal. 

Another employment tri¬ 
bunal also cost the council 
more than £10,000 as did tak¬ 
ing advice on the framework 
for the new Achieving for 
Children committee along¬ 
side Richmond borough. 

The council said between 
2010 and 2012 there were 
in excess of 2,000 matters 
referred to legal services.

Councillor Rolson Davies, 
lead member for finance and 
resources, defended the 
council’s inability to say ex¬ 
actly how much had been 
spent on legal cases. 

He said: “When we are tak¬ 
ing someone to court it is 
often that we use a lawyer 
from the council - an em¬ 
ployee of the council so their 
costs are all locked up in the 
cost of the department 
so I would imagine that’s the 
reason. 

“I am not sure they keep 
time sheets.”

DAVID LINDSELL reviews The Snow Gorilla at the 
Rose Theatre - a show filled with thrills and spills 

Gorilla tactics pay off at Rose 


Struggling circus owner Fanny 
Marigny (Joanne Heywood) 
opens the Rose Theatre’s The 
Snow Gorilla with the lines: “This 
is our last chance. If we don’t get 
it right this year the circus is fin¬ 
ished and the family we have built 
up will have to go our separate 
ways.” 

Kingston theatre-watchers will 
see the irony, with previous 
Christmas shows failing to pull in 
the crowds. 

But this show - don’t call it a 
panto - is an absolute triumph. 

Brian Blessed provides the 
voice for the Snow Gorilla, which 
is kept hidden in publicity stills 
to avoid spoiling the wonderful 
surprise. 

Nicholas Maude is in full cack¬ 
ling villain role as Erick the magi¬ 
cian and gives audiences 
something to boo at as part of a 
simple, but touching storyline. 

It sees the slightly naif and 
over-earnest orphan Sunny 
(played by Ciaran Joyce) hook-up 
with his love interest Chloe (Lucy 
Hope-Borne) a bit too easily, al¬ 
though your children won’t care 
one bit. 

But the show is stolen by 
the sheer skill and craft of 
the circus acts - jugglers, ac¬ 
robats, a contortionist, fla¬ 
menco dancers and aerial 
artists. 

Sometimes, performances 
at the Rose have felt like a 
school play, with a small 
band of loyal audiences 
willing the shows to be 
good. 

But the undoubted 
ability of the talent 
in The Snow Goril¬ 
la produces 
dozens of “wow” \ 
moments, ratch¬ 
eting up the ex¬ 
citement in the 
room with each 
trick.

We even have a Strictly Come 
Dancing moment, with a flamen¬ 
co flourish from Silvia Veliz and 
Victor Lopez. 

A word also for Max Humphries 
and team, and operator Dominic 
Leeder, who bring to life the ana- 
matronic Mighty Gor, and Keep 
an eye on Beppo the clown (Sam 
Parks) too. 

There are a few, risque jokes, 
which suggest Fanny is - in 
Terry Pratchett terms - “a lady of 
negotiable affection”, but these 
will fly over the heads of the 
youngest members of the 
audience. 

The show, a joint creation of the 
Rose and Bor Productions, has 
even produced merchandise, in¬ 
cluding cuddly toy gorillas, sug¬ 
gesting a more savvy approach to 
recouping costs, while ushers 
hand out balloons to children on 
the way out. 

Some people will have seen it all 
before and think the Rose should 
not be so unashamedly populist. 

If director Roger Hannah and 
writer Tudor DAvies haven’t put 
on a pantomime as such, it still 
feels like one. And there is a nod 
to Christmas in the finale. 

As the story concludes, one of 
the characters remarks: “Now we 
will see whether we have a 
chance, or if we sell up and cut 
our losses”. 

If a show this good, with gen¬ 
uine “watch-it-again” appeal, 
can’t make bundles of money, we 
may have our answer.

A Surbiton newsagent targeted in a 
horrific attack in 2005 has been 
raided again. 

Food Fare, in Browns Road, was 
burgled in the early hours of 
Wednesday morning last week.

The shop was the site of a horrific 
knife attack in 2005, when the 
woman’s husband was stabbed 18 
times. 

He recovered and was back at 
work within six weeks. 

Career criminal Anthony Bolden 
was given three life sentences by an 
Old Bailey judge in July 2006, with 
a minimum term of seven years. 

He had pleaded guilty to attempt¬ 
ed murder, hitting a police officer 
who tried to stop him later with a 
shovel, and robbery. 


Restaurant sting arrests 


Immigrants allegedly working 
illegally in New Malden were ar¬ 
rested in a Home Office sting. 

Six employees at the Jin Go 
Gae restaurant in Burlington 
Road were questioned on Tues¬ 
day evening last week. 

The restaurant’s owners could 
be fined £10,000 for employing 
each worker unless they can 
prove they carried out right-to- 
work checks. 

Immigration officers found 
four workers had overstayed 
their visas: a Nepalese man, 41, 
a South Korean woman, 44, a 


Bangledeshi man, 40, and an In¬ 
dian man, 39. 

Another Indian man, aged 43, 
had breached his visa conditions 
and a 50-year-old Chinese man 
was found to be living in the UK 
illegally. 

Jill Smith, from Home Office 
immigration enforcement, said: 
“Illegal working has a negative 
impact on communities. 

“It defrauds the taxpayer, 
undercuts honest employers 
and cheats legitimate job 
seekers out of employment 
opportunities.”

Junction fines net council £254k 


Kingston Council raked in a 
quarter of a million pounds in 
box junction fines in just two 
months from drivers breaking 
the rules. 

Enforcement at two boxes 
netted the council a total of 
£254,037 in October and 
November. 

In September, the council 
took over responsibility for en¬ 
forcing moving traffic viola¬ 
tions, such as cars using a bus 
lane, or driving the wrong way 
down a one-way street, from 
the police. 

Drivers were caught 1,101 
times in October at the junc¬ 
tion of Wheatfield Way and 
Clarence Street - by the iconic 
red phone boxes - handing 
over £62,851 to the council, and

another £37,352 last month. 

But the real cash cow was the 
junction of Ewell Road and 
Elgar Avenue in Tolworth, 
where motorists paid £153,835, 
a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest revealed.

He said: “It is very disturbing 
and I think it shows the council 
is not being proportionate.

rests of people stealing basic 
food. 

Crime figures for Kingston 
show a small drop in shoplift¬ 
ing, from 969 in 2007-8 before 
the recession hit, to 950 last 
year. 

But nationally, there were 
about 18,000 more thefts from 
shops last year than in 2007-08, 
according to the British Crime 
Survey. 

Doctors and academics wrote 
to the British Medical Journal 
this week after the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions 
delayed publishing Govern¬ 
ment research on the rise in 
emergency food aid. 

They said hunger levels 
around the country could con¬ 
stitute a “public health emer¬ 
gency”.

June in stable condition 


Our journalist June Sampson 
is now in a stable condition in 
hospital after being hit by a 
car last month. 

The 80-year-old - who is fea¬ 
tures editor with our sister 
paper the Surrey Comet - has 
been moved to a neuro-surgi- 
cal ward at St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Tooting, and is now able 
to open her right eye, her 
family said. 

Mrs Sampson suffered 
pelvic injuries, broken bones 
in her legs and a severe head 
injury with a bleed on the 
brain when she was struck in 
Galsworthy Road on Tuesday, 
November 26. 

Her injuries were initially 
described as life-threatening, 
but her condition has gradu¬ 
ally improved and she has 
now been moved out of inten¬ 
sive care. 


Daughter Anna Tims, a 
journalist for the Guardian 
newspaper, said her mother 
seemed to be responding to 
voices of friends and family, 
but was still visibly in some 
pain.

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Council staff 
‘not satisfied’ 


Close to half of Kingston 
Council staff are not satisfied 
with their jobs, a survey has 
revealed. 

Their views on relation¬ 
ships with colleagues, work 
safety, workloads, job securi¬ 
ty, and the amount of admin¬ 
istrative paper-shuffling are 
all part of a survey sent to 
staff. 

A report on the survey pre¬ 
pared for councillors said: 
“Relationships with col¬ 
leagues, line managers and 
the public maintain similar 
levels of satisfaction to previ¬ 
ous surveys, although rela¬ 
tionships with clients and 
colleagues have reduced 
slightly since 2011. 

“Flexible working has been 
used effectively to reduce the 
impact of longer hours work¬ 
ing, and there is scope to ex¬ 
tend measures. 

“There may also be a need 
to review current working 
practices, especially in the de¬ 
partments, jobs and grades 
where levels of workload 
pressure and stress are high 
and work-life balance has 
diminished.”

project, which began in 2009 
and included reducing the 
numbers of staff. 

Council leader Councillor 
Liz Green said as a result of 
Government cuts the council 
was living in a “difficult time 
of change”.

I take a lot 
of good things from this, but 
there are areas we need to 
work on. 

“A lot of our staff have had 
to change the way in which 
they work.

A complete food is 
one which provides all the nutrients 
your cat needs in the correct 
proportions which means that you 
need not feed anything else. Be careful 
when looking at small tins and 
pouches as although these look very 
appealing they may not be complete 
and should only be fed as an 
occasional treat, as these do not 
provide your cat with all his nutrients. 
Cats nutritional requirements change 
throughout their lives, so choosing an 
appropriate life stage food is 
important. Growing kittens will need 
different food to adult cats. 

A food with omega fatty 
acids will help promote healthy 
skin and a silky coat 

A kittens growth rate is around 15 
times that of the human baby, so they 
need a good quality kitten food with 
high levels of protein and energy for the 
first 12 months of their lives to support 
this rapid phase of growth. At around 
1 year your cat will reach adulthood. 


Adult foods are available in both wet 
and dry formats. An advantage of dry 
food is that after you have measured 
out your cats daily portion, it can be 
left down all day so that your cat can 
visit and feed whenever he wants.

Tested here is one of the 
latest additions-the 
Sandero Stepway crossover 
-which offers SUV style 
motoring from £7,995. 

With a 40mm increase in 
ride height over the 
Sandero, the Stepway gets 
a more rugged "go- 
anywhere" look, being 
kitted out with a front end 
and special body features, 
including front and rear 


skid plates, fog lamps, two- 
tone bumper, pronounced 
wheel arches, 16-inch 
Flexwheels rims, two-tone 
longitudinal roof bars, and 
exclusive Azurite blue 
paint. Powering the 
Stepway are two engines: a 
0.9-litre TCe 90 petrol and 
1.5 dCi 90 diesel. 

The Sandero Stepway 
comes in two trim flavors; 
entry level Ambiance and 
more expensive Laureate. 

Standard kit on the 
Ambiance includes: 
daytime running lights, 
heated rear windscreen, a 
12v socket, a CD radio, 
auxiliary connection, 
Bluetooth, USB input and 
electric front windows. 

Safety isn't scrimped on 
either, with front and side 
airbags, anti-lock brakes 
incorporating emergency 


brake assist, stability 
control, and ISOFIX child 
seat fixing points. 

Once inside, you're 
treated to a spacious and 
airy cabin with decent 
head and legroom - even 
in the rear, although the 
320 litre boot is rather 
shallow and though the 
60/40 split rear seats fold 
flat, they do leave a bit of a 
step, which might hamper 
the loading of longer 
items.

Trekking and Peugeot 
2008. 

But, you do get mud and 
snow tyres, which should 
give more grip in slippery 
wintery conditions and up 
muddy tracks. 

Stopping isn't a problem 
either, as the brakes are 
strong and positive.
